When Mrs. Watson first called 
at the house she found the children, with 
the exception of the 16-year-old girl, alone. 
They were ina most filthy conc ition, and 
one of the youngest was in a state alinost as 
bad as that of the little Cowles baby. It 
was covered with sores from. head_to foot, 
and all of the others were lousy and so 
dirty that they could hardly see. Mrs. Wat- 
son asked the children a few « uestions, and 
then visited some of the neigh shore, who had 
informed her of the condition of the fam- 
ily. They stated to her that it was a 
very. common thing for the men to bring 
beer to the house and carouse all night. — 
The most horrible — of the affair was 
hard to get but Mrs. per- 
sistent, and after «several work 
she learned that the girl and her father and 
another man occupied the same bed, and the 
little children were compelled to sleep on 
pallets on the floor in the same room.

I believe the sentiment of the poe 
Mt of Southern California is the same wa 
l have been through Northern Californ a 
quite extensively. I think that public opin- 
ion in that section is dormant on this sub- 
ject. The peoplethere know but little of 
this portion, and look upon it now as a for- 
eign State, in one sense. The only objec- 
tion that migh¢ come from them- would be 
that the country remaining might be afraid 
of being ruled by San Francisco. 

And that is one strong reason why we 
should urge division. The political influ- 
ence of San Francisco is strong and cor- 
rupt. They come to Sacramento with so 
many claims and jobs (the Telegraph-hill 
claim, for example) that the best part of ‘the 
session is used up in trying to get rid of San 
Francisco legislation; and, if outside sec- 
tions need legislative aid, itis almost im- 
possible to. get it in the time allotted for the 
session. 

Again, even if there is time, the San 
Francisco delegation has to be conciliated to. 
get anything through the Legislature. Ifa 


and always have been, a fanatical advocate 
of the division of the State. I started it 
first in the San Diego World in 1872-3, and 
itthen brought the most extensive discus- 
sion yet had on the question.

On last Wednesday soue 
telegraphed that the papers were allgr 
and that he would start at once tot At 
fornia. Mitchell then swore out a com- 
ylaint, and sent Deputy Sheriff Russell to 
‘ia. When the officer arrived at that 
place he learned that Oglesby and a party 
of gentlemen had just left on foot fora 
fishing trip to the headwaters of the San 
Gabriel River. The officer was not pre- 
ared to follow him, so he returned. Mrs. 
glesby came to this city yesterday, and 
took rooms at the Nadeau. She says her 
husband did not embezzle a cent of money, 
and he had nothing to do with the Mexican 
matter. It was one of his deputies who 
arrested Arresures and turned him over to 
the Mexican Government, The people of 
Monrovia know all about the stories, and 
believe Oglesby to be a square man. He 
will be back rom, the mountains in a few 
days, and will wy himself up as soon as 
he knows that he is wanted, so they say. 
Sheriff Cook passed through ‘last night_on 
his way to Oakland, where Gov. Bartlett 
now is, and in a few fore he will return 
with a warrant. Oglesby has made a t 
deal of money during his residence in Mon- 
novia, and is very popular in that place.

San Francisco, July 8.—[Special.] 
This afternoon James Campbell, president 
of the Ballona Harbor and Improvement 
Company, made a test of the new mammoth 
dredger, La Ballona, recently built by 
Alexander Hay for his company. The test

The Town Only Saved by a Timely* 
Thunderstorm. 

DAGGETT, July 8.—[By the Associated 
Press.]

Two Swindling Emigrant Banks Exposed In New

WASHINGTON, July 8.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Something of a sensation 
was created in the Treasury Department 
this afternoon by the discovery that a 
trusted official in the department had been 
guilty of a systematic attempt to defraud 
the Government. The officer was arrested 
at Wilkcsbarre yesterday afternoon, as he 
was about to take a train for Washington. 
His name is Oscar J. Harvey, and he has 
been employed in the department since 
June, 1885, when he was appointed chief of 
the horse-claims division of the Third Audi- 
tor’s office. It was while he held this posi- 
tion that he perpetrated the frauds, On the 
2d of June last he was transferred to the 
head of the division in the Second Comp- 
troller’s office, the division which has 
charge of claims of the same nature as those 
in the division which he had just left. Aus- 
tin H. Brown, of Indianapolis, succeeded 
Harvey as chief of horse claims, and soon 
after he took charge of the office he discov- 
ered the frauds of which his predecessor 
had been guilty. This consisted of the pas- 
sage of forty-three fraudulent claims for 
horses, aggregating #9200, and the prepara- 
tion of many additional cases of a similar 
nature, which were under consideration in 
the office. | 

The work involved the stealing of numer- 
ous incriminating papers “from the files of 
the department. In thirteen claims it was 
tound that the signatures, involving the 
names of thirty-eight officers, were forger- 
ies. Subsequently it was found that the 
Second Auditor’s name had been forged to 
certificates received from that office, and 
also that in a few cases entered On the rec- 
ords of that office the stamp of different 
officials had been forged. 1e drafts were 
regularly issued, and an examination of 
such as had been returned as paid shows 
that Harvey and Wynn are one and the 
Same person, and that. although the drafts 
were drawn in favor of the claimants, the 
money, with one or two exceptions, went 
directly to Harvey or some relatives. In 
addition to the forty-three cases ssed 
there have been 150 similar cases “est ne 
aggregating $30,000, and there are still pend- 
ing and. unadjusted § sixty-eight cases, 
amounting to $15,600, making a total of 161 
fraudulent cases which might eventually be 
yaid but for the discovery. Harvey was

PECULIAR BILLS. 


How the Kansas Pacific Spent Money 
in Washington—The Railroad 
Commission Getting Some 
Startling Facts. 


By Telegraph to The Timea. 

KANSAS City, July 8.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Pacific Railway Commis- 
sion today examined at great length.J udge P. 
Usher, attorney for the Kansas Pacifie Rail- 
way, now one of the attorneys for the 
Union Pacific, and the man who drew up 
the mortgage consolidating the Union and 
Kansas Pacific. Judge Usher narrated the 
story of the Kansas Pacific from its incep- 
tion. Commissioner Anderson interrogated 
the witness in regard to certificates of stuck 
of the Leavenworth, Pawnee and Western 
road, which Gen. Stone had said had. been 
distributed. in large quantities to persons 
supposed to have influence with members of 
‘Congress. Judge Usher denied positively 
that the certificates attributed to him had 
ever been in fact delivered to him. He 
characterized the certificates as spurious, and 
said he had not learned of their existence 
till after the passage of the Act of July 1, 
1862. He had no eng of any attempt 
to influence a member of Congress. 

Witness described at great length the 
progress of Kansas Pacific up to 1878, when 
vigorous efforts were made by the compan 
to acquire by legislation a right of throug 
freight over the line of the Union Pacific 
by compelling the latter company to accept 
and delfvVer through freight at Cheyenne. 
Witness and others went to Washington in 
the winter of 1878. There he met Jay 
Gould, who suggested that the Kansas Pa- 
cific stockholders sell their stock to him 
(Gould). All the Kansas Pacific stockhold- 
ers agreed to sell at 12'4 per cent, and the 
bargain was concluded in the spring of 1879. 
A peculiar feature of the mortgage was a 
special provision by which the securities of 
Jay Gould and Russel Sage were exempted 
from commutation rates, and were entitled 
to be retired at a specified sum of $5,400,000 
in bonds. Judge Usher could not remem- 
ber why this provision had been inserted. 
The only instructions he had received were 
from Jay Gould personally. 

‘Witness was then examined with regard 
to a number of items found on the Kansas 
‘Pacific books, shqwing payment for iegal 
expenses. Among them were $7500 to 
- William E, Chandler in 1874, in assisting to, 
get the Pro Rata Bill passed by Congress; 
an item of $5000 for extraordinary expenses 
at Topeka by Attorney Dennis; £4749 to 
Johp B. Henderson, of St. Louis: 8745 paid 
Horace White; #2000 to Shoemaker; $11,000 
paid R. G. Ingersoll, of Washington, for as- 
sisting in the passage of bills. Judge Usher 
said he had never had anything to do with 
such bills. The Dennis item had no doubt 
been expended in entertaining members of 
the Legislature at ‘Topeka. William E. 
Chandler's bill, he considered, was for so- 
liciting business, explaining to members of 
Congress the necessity for the bills becom- 
ing laws, ete, John B. Henderson’s bill 
was for legal argument. Horace White’s 
was for preparing and delivering a speech 
before the Congressional committee on the 
Pro Rata Bill.

CoLusa, July 8--[By the Associated 
Press.} Thetrial of Hong Di for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Billiou was resumed this morn- 
ing at9 o’clock. Annie and Maude Billiou 
were called and _ testified, corroborating 
Weaver's testimony in all its material points. 
R. B. Dunning, Aaron Evans, William 
Deveney and James White testified as to 
the incidents following the shooting and 
the search for the murderer. 

HONG DI'S GUN. 

William H. Waddams, a gunsmith of 
Chico, testified to selling Hong a gun about 
two years ago, and identified the gun. J. 
A. Hall, Deveney and Weaver were also 
examined as to the identity of the gun and 
S. G. Saunders testified to the capture of the 
defendant. The prosecution then rested. 

The defense made the opening statement 
that it would prove that Hong tried to kill 
Weaver and that Mrs. Billiou was acciden- 
tally killed.: 

At 1 o'clock, after a recess of half an 
hour, the courtroom and corridors were 
again crowded by eager listeners. The de- 
fendant was put on the stand and sworn.

Shortly after, he heard people coming and 
ran to the river. 

The defense rested. In rebuttal Joseph

The case was then closed, and after a 
short recess argument was begun by the 
prosecution. istrict Attorney Alberry 
made a strong argument an hour in length, 
and was followed by counsel for the de- 
fense, who spoke forty minutes, at which 
time the hour for adjournment had arrived 
and further argument was continued unti 
tomorrow morning at 9 o'clock.

these affidavits would go far to impeach the 
testimony of Officer Deckman, who stated 
positively at the trial that the said house 
could not be seen from the shed above men- 
tioned. These aflidavits were signed by HL. 
H. Hamilin, Alfred Fridena and Jack King, 
and counsel also stated that he had not 
been able to secure this additional evidence, 
as offered by affiants, until Wednesday 
morning last.

2, 1f the jury has a reasonable doubt as to 
how the child became injured, or if they 
have a reasonable doubt whether the child 
would have died but for the wounds men- 
tioned by the witnesses, they should find 
the defendant not guilty. 

. The Court instructs the jury that the 
law presumes the defendant innocent of the 
offense preferred against him, inelvding 
all degrees of said offense. and he is enti- 
tled toa verdict of not guilty unless the 
prosecution has proven to the satisfaction 
of the jury beyond reasonable doubt that 
the defendant struck and mortally wounded 
the child, so that it died from the effects of 
said wound, and that it would not have died 
but for said wound if it nad afterward rea- 
sonably prudent care and proper medical 
attention. 

The motion for a new trial was ov erryled. 

‘The Court then told Ayers to stand up, 
and after a few remarks explaining the 
feelings of the Court in this case, the pris- 
oner was sentenced to three years’ impris- 
onment in the State Prison at San Quentin. 


A GOOD CLUBAN-OUT.
